It is well known (hat the late war gave 
birth to certain politico-military tiionslers 
of the Butler species, together with ccitain 
demagogical nondcsci ipls of the Oglesby 
typo.

General Blair. 

Mr. David G. Cioly, the author of “Cnni- 
paign Lives of Seymour and Blair,” in 
drawing to a conclusion his rapid sketch 
of the life of Major-General Frank P. 
Blair, presents the following snnimary of 
Ids traits ns revealed in his public and pri- 
vate life: 

Since tho war, besides exerting himself 
professionally, Gen. Blair has labored 
with fine effect ns a spe.»ker for the con- 
servative cause. His efforts have extended 
through several Slates, especially in Con- 
necticut, whore first set in tho reaction 
which is now sweeping over the country. 

Having always had a clear pnrjiose in his 
lighting, he maintained it in its iinily to 
the end, and in the prosecution of the (il-jns 
of peace.

His 
oflicers loved him; his men worshiped 
him. Ho was never defeated. Succe.ssivc 
promotions in rank and power flowed in 
on him. He gave to each advanced re-' 
sponsibility a more brilliant discharge than 
the preceding one. No fiar.d taints his 
hands. No tjTanny stamps his record. 

In war he was a relentless, sleepless, 
always victorious enemy; in peace 'he has 
proved a thorough, all -forget ling, wholly- 
trusting, magnanimous friend.
